six other delegate.«. Tin* basis of the con­ 
test in all these cases is praellcally the 
sam e, It being alleged that the Hopkins 
faction in the Illinois Ochlocracy arbi­ 
trarily unseated the delegates of, the Tlar-j 
rlson and lleai'st faetioris for purposes of 
their own, without a shadow of cause. The 
HopkikiiH adherents say the original elec­ 
tions were void, and that the action taken 
at the Illinois convention was only right­ 
ing a wrong previously committed. 
Hop­ 
kins contends that the national commit too 
will not he able to take cognizance of 
the contests in Illinois for Hut reason that 
there-was no bolt from the state conven­ 
tion, with either the Honrst or Harrison 
people, ¡tad that the national com mittee 
cannot take up a contest unless it is a 
state matter. 
DilTereueees arising from 
district caucuses, he says, are not within 
the province of the national committee. 


In addition to contests la Illinois there 
w'lll be a tight for all of the seats of the 
delegates from the District, of Columbia. 
The Hearst manager says that arbitrary 
rulings by the chairman gave the seats 


preference to any other candidate, o cca s­ 
ionally the name of Joseph Folk Is heard, 
and It is appartînt that Missouri Demo­ 
crats do not want any further prominenti«* 
given to the young Missouri attorney. 


The presidential situation has been su f­ 
ficiently Interesting to keep the vice pres­ 
idency and platform som ewhat lu the 
background. 
Many drafts of allege plat­ 
forms have been brought to Bl. Louis, and

Soon we shall reach Gibraltar.

suddenly asked, ‘Can anyone tell me who 
the Republican nominee for governor of 
Illinois Is?

On 
thi> three occasions In question lie had 
prepared for supreme tests of air naviga­ 
tion and lh<> eyes of the world were on 
him. The similarity of the circumstance-, 
which accompanied these besetting mls- 
ntnnes ore recalled by the latest mutila­ 
tion of a tfnntoH-lmmoiit airship at St. 
Louis on Ju n e 2N. 


The .ship w as mutilated In a m anner al­ 
most Identical with that

This was just, a week 


before lie had promised ,to sail over Lon­ 
don.

Nothing ever cam e of the 
occurrence, but Santos was disgusted nt 
the decision of the police th at the owner 
alone was responsible for the r,lashing ot 
the ship. Tho mystery was never cleared 
up. 


Now comes the news of another Santos 
ilrship m utilated immediately preceding 
a promised ascent of much Importance 
nnd with a knife again as the instru 
ment. 
It seem s that Santos has again 
been confronted with the theory that ho 
hnd dam aged his own balloon, u theory 
which he Is reported as saying was too 
ridiculous to discuss. 
Santos is reported 
to have failed to protect the covering ot 
the rubber envelope, although advised to 
do so by the exposition officials. 


Santos’ airship No. (!, In w hich tho In 
venter had promised to fly over Brook 
lyn In the week of Aug. 31, 1002, did not 
make the trip.

It has 
been caleuJated that their holes 
amount to about 10,000 in the acre, 
and about 100,000 acres are alTect- 
cd.

¡Mrs. Lee H ughes, the wife of u 
patient at the Central Hospital for 
he Insane, toreed by threats upon 
her life made by her violently insane 
husband, was compelled to 
follow 
im overland for nearly thirty miles, 
’inally she secured assistance and in 
fatigued and gxhausled condition 
was eared for by friends in Versailles 
III., after walking.the. entire distance 
(ini this city to that place. 
Leo Hughes was brought to the 
entral hospital from Fulton county; 
Nov. 5, JUO.'S. 
lie was not considered 
dangerous patient but rather of the 
pilot type, seeniiugly morose and itt- 
iffereut. 
D uring the last, few weeks 
ie bail been improving and his wife 
nine here to bo with him. 
Kacli day 
last week she would go with him for 
walk about, the lawn and on Sat- 
rday morning, as usual, she went out 
ill) him to walk about the hospital 
grounds. 


About !<• o’clock (hey were seated 
on one of the benches when her hus- 
:md proposed th at they walk around 
ie building, taking from his pocket, 
letter whieh he began reading os 
hoy walked along. 
When near the 
northwest side of the grounds he pro­ 
posed that they walk over to the cor­ 
ner. 
She said there was no need of 
going in that direction but he insist­ 
ed and she realized iu a moment that 
there was something unnatural, in his 
actions but she thought she could in- 
luce him to return. 


On arriving at, the corner gate he 
insisted on going outside the grounds 
and (hough she 
remonstrated, 
he 
orced her to go with him. 
They 
went west on Morton avenue and had 
nol gone far until he picked up a 
wire filing spike and in a violent man 
ner threatened to kill her 
on 
the 
pot if she did not go with him and 
f she dared 
to open 
her 
mouth. 
Seeing that her husband was violent* 
ly insane she dared not refuse to do 
bidding and together they wander 
d along the country roads, through 
fields, wading small streams and all 
he while ho said not a word but was 
ullen and threatening in his m an­ 
ner whenever she would plead with 
him to go back. 
On they went trav­ 
eling most of Satnday night, only 
now ami then stopping for a short 
est. Toward daylight Sunday morn- 
ng she managed to write two or 
three notes without, attracting the at- 
ention of her husband and these she 
irew along the road, hoping that 
some one would find them and come 
o her rescue. 
The last note she 
managed to drop at an opportune 
imo, as they were then nearing Ver- 
sailes. The man whose name could not 
lie obtained, who picking up the note, 
end its contents which were to the 
ffo.et that her husband was insane 
iml she wanted assistance at .once, 
overtook the parties whom he had 
just passed 
and 
approaching

woman asked her if she was in troub­ 
le. 
H er husband immediately took 
exception to the intrusion of the

scious he was taken to V ersailles, and 
the authorities here were notified 
H e was brought, back to this city Sun 
day afternoon accompanied by Dr 
W ilson, of -Versailles. H is wife, worn 
and fatigued w ith the long, weary 
tkHvmp and alm ost exhausted, was 
eared for by friends, and food and 
medicine given her.
